In ad- 
dition to those mentioned, six other 
projects are in course of formation. 
Before the end of the year there wiil 
be twenty towns growing up on 
“planned lines.” 

The main idea acquire land 
the suburbs, or within easy reach of 
great cities, and to plot out this land in 
accordance with certain fixed principles 
of scientific procedure. For instance, in 
comprehensive town-planning schemes 
the area embraced is expected to com- 
prise any land near a city that migh* 
be built upon within the next thirty or 
fifty vears. Municipal authorities and 
private individuals are encouraged to 
plot out this land in such a way that 
wide avenues are provided for the main 
traffic. between centers and outskirts. 
narrower streets are allotted for ordi- 
nary traffic, while less expensive roads 
and narrow drives are provided for 
purely residential districts. While the 
main thoroughfares are as direct as 
possible, the private drives are made to 
conform to artistic standards, Parks 
and ample open spaces are provided for 
before the property reaches high value: 
and—departing from the usual proceduTfe 
—most of these parks are In what is 
known as “back land,” that is, in resi- 
dential and not in business, districts. 

All factories are assigned to localities 
on the opposite side of the town ‘*» 
from which the prevailing winds 
blow: while railway lines and water 
communications are designed to 
these factories at their most convenient 
points of access. This takes the traffic 
awav from the residential districts. 

The future town divided into sec- 
tions which graded. High buildings 
close to each other are allowed in the 
center and on main arteries: while in 
the restdential portion buildings are 
lower the farther they are removed 
from the centres. All warehouses and 
business offices must placed in the 
center of the town, as should also all 
muncipal buildings, which latter are ex- 
pected to be handsome and imposing in 
order that citizens may take pride in 
their corporate existence.

In the properly planned town no chil- 
dren will be seen playing in the streets. 

Of course, in settled cities such as 
London, it is impossible to adopt this 
scheme entirely qQwing to the enormous 
cost of land, but wherever 
even in congested areas, many things 
are being done to alleviate present con- 
ditions. For instance, local authorities 
are converting bare, unsightly 
into pretty parks; streets, wherever pos- 
sible, are being widened, and houses 
altered. Many slum houses are radical- 
ly changed in such a manner that more 
windows and larger doors are being 
added; and, as a consequence, more 
light and air get into the structures. 

Wherever possible, working people are 
encouraged to leave the congested dis- 
tricts and go to “town-planned”’ lands 
suburbs. With cheap street car 
fares. the suburbs of the 
great cities in England are rapidly 
opening up. Instead of private land 
speculators being allowed to capture and 
hold for speculative purposes all the 
cheap lands on these suburbs, working- 
men's societies are purchasing land 
wherever possible. 

How Societies Are Run. 

Most of these societies are run on 
what is known as, the “cooperative ten- 
ants” principle. In this way the land 
is purchased by a private association of 
more or less philanthropic individuals, 
who agree not to take more than 4 or 5

The land 
is plotted with the most up-to-date 
ideas; and houses are built and let 
only to such tenants as obtain stock in 
the Cooperative Society. The tenant 
pays his rent in the ordinary way, but 
it is paid to the society In which he 
himself holds stock. In the course of 
time, when he has acquired sufficient 
stock to cover the value of his house 
and land. he becomes practically his 
own landlord. The attainment of this 
ideal state is the ultimate object, the 
“ulterior design’’—as it were—of every- 
one who goes into the project. 

In addition to becoming eventually 
their own landlords, copartnership ten- 
ants have many other advantages, /f 
they choose to partake of them. For 
instance, two families can take what 
are called “paired houses’’—that is, 4 
single large house divided up for two 
families, and with a common dining 
room. Thus two families, by combining, 
may eliminate the drudgery of keeping 
up separate cooking establishments. 
One may cook for the other, or they 
can take turn about.” Several of these 
paired houses are already in successful 
operation at Garden City. 

By combining their interests, tenants 
on these estates may attain an ideal 
state of existence which renders them 
superior to even cooks and janitors. 

At most of the settlements springing 
up all over England, the idea seems to 
be for the various famillies in any one 
settlement to have as many Interests as 
possible ‘in common.” Thus, the houses 
usually inclose large spaces of open 
ground in the rear, and this ground is 
used iby all tenants whose houses abut 
upon it. The “back fence’’ is becoming 
a thing of the past. In its stead, one 
sees small wire boundaries a couple of 
feet above the ground. How this is 
going to work out where families of 
growing children are springing up re- 
‘mains to be seen. But still, people with 
copartnership ideals need not necessari- 
ly te retarded by such trifles as chil- 
dren.

Paris, May 23.—The “Matin” tells as 
extraordinary story of a transaction 
between a French clerk and the Bank 
of France, which may or may not be 
true.

The finest grades of razors are «o deli- 
cate that even the famous Damascus 
sword blades cannot equal them in tex- 
ture. It is not generally known that the 
grain of a Swedish razor is so sensitive 
that its general direction is changed aft- 
er a Short gervice. When you buy a fine 
razon the grains run from the upper end 
of the outer point in a diagonal direc- 
tion toward the hamdle. Constant strop- 
ping will twist the steel until the grain 
appears to be straight up and down. 
Subsequent use will drag the grain out- 
ward from the edge, so that after steady 
use for several months the, fiber of the 
steel occupies a position exactly the re- 
verse of that which it did on the day of 
purchase. The process also affects the 
temper of the blade, and when_the grain 
sets from the lower outer points toward 
the back you have a razor which cannot 
ibe kept in condition even by the most 
conscientious barber. But here's another 
curious ‘freak that will take place in the 
same tool: If you Icave the razor alone 
for a month or two and take it up you 
will find that the grain has assumed its 
first position. The operation can be re- 
peated until the steel is worn through to 
the back.

WHO TURNED TO BURGLARY

London, May 23.—This week a Leices- 
ter court committed to trial a burglar 
who has kept the whole place terror 
ized. His crimes not only baffled the 
local police, but also an extra force of 
detectives employed by the munici- 
pality at a cost of $4,000 for the ex- 
press purpose of running him to earth. 

To the astonéshment of everyones, he 
turned out to be one of the most re- 
spected citizens, a Sunday school 
teacher, John Frederick Spencer, the 
winner of a prize called the “Town 
Hundred’’—being $500 given by the cor- 
poration to the most deserving citizen 
needing financial aid {jn temporary em- 
barrasement—and who also had been 
agsiduous in calling the attention of the 
detectives to the fact that he had seen 
“suspicious persons’’ loiter about cer- 
tain lcalities. 

The story of Spencer’s final capture 
was full of exciting incidents. Some- 
how or other, it had come to the know!l- 
edge of Detective Sergeant SBriars, of 
Leicester, that the house of a Mr.

I was never happy in this aw- 
ful work, and I was thankful when at 
last I was captured. 

“Before my temptation and fall 1 
was an earnest worker in the Sunday 
school and chapel, and I am truly sorry 
for all the pain and disgrace I have 
occasioned.

One of the negspapers has opened its 
columns to a discussion of the question 
whether or not an object can be moved 
from one table to another without being 
touched by human hand. Various sci- 
entists have interested themselves in 
the controversy, and have offered prizes 
for the one who succeeds in transport- 
ing through the air, without visible 
agency, any object by the mere exercise 
of the will. 

But the discussion of the question has 
not stopped here. Mystery has been 
piled upon mystery, until we seem to 
live in some great vague shadow-land 
peopled with ghosts and disembodied 
spirits. 

A certain Dr. Baradue, a specialist in 
nervous diseases in the Rue St. Flonore, 
has photographed souls. He has a large 
collection of them. A short time ago 
the doctor had the misfortune to lose 
his wife. Three days after her death he 
photographed her soul. This singular 
photograph is reproduced in the Paris 
journal which initiated the discussion. 
The soul is seen, like a great nebulous 
mass, leaving the body and flying off 
towards heaven.

Dr, Baradue ‘thas a large and thrilling 
collection of soul photographs. One of 
the strangest is his picture of a column 
of prayer rising from the top of the 
Hiffel tower on a national fete day (July 
14.) 

Another singular example of captur- 
ing these filmy exhalations is the pho- 
tograph purporting to show the descent 
of divine healing from heaven. It de- 
scends in a milky white cloud upon 
some pilgrim at Lourdes, whose pas-

festation.

EFFORT BEING MADE TO SMASH 


FAMOUS BRITISH ART TRUST 


Special Cable. 


London, May 23.—London is soon to 
have a rival to the Royal academy. A 
big new association has been started 
with the express purpose of emancipat- 
ing artists desiring to get their work 
before the public from the favoritism 
of the “‘secret jury,’ which has so long 
dominated the destinies ‘of the Royal 
academy, hitherto the Mecca for all art 
exhibitors. Many prominent American 
artists, both in the United States and in 
Paris are already manifesting keen in- 
terest in this enterprise, and several 
of them have arranged to send over 
their pietures for exhibition.” 

The Allied Artiste’ Association—as the 
new organization calis itself—has made 
a sensational start by hiring the larg- 
est and most expensive exhibition 
building in London—the Royal Albert 
hall—where the first exhibition will be 
opened on July |! and continue through- 
out the month. The Whole of that 
enormous building has been taken, and 
the place will be opened with great eclat. 
It is rumored that King Bdward has 
consented to patronize the enterprise, 
and even to open it officially. 

Whether the king actually opens the 
fioval Albert hall for the Allied Artists 
or not, the fact remains that he is 
much in sympatliuy with the new move- 
ment. In fact, it was the king’s action 
in connection with the rejection last 
year by the Royal academy of the bust 
of the young queen of Spain, by Con. 
rad Dressler, that first suggested the 
idea of a rival “R. A.”’ The king, who 
‘was personally interested in the artist, 
had the work exhibited at the New gal- 
lery. Whereupon the “secret jury” of 
the Royal academy found themselves in 
@ very embarrassing position. They 
made all sorts of apologies, and agreed 
to exhibit the work—but the damage 
had been done. The rejection, the pre- 
vious year, of Havard Thomas’ much- 
lauded “Iycidas’’ had already brought 
them into disfavor. It only needed the 
Dressler incident to give the finishing 
stroke. 

And now, to reap the harvest of dis- 
content sown for years years by the 
Royal academy, the Allied Artiets’ As- 
sociation comes on the field. and boldly 
announces that any artist, no matter 
how insignificant—prowided his work be 
meritorious—can have a chance to get 
his pictures before the public in one of 
the finest gallery sites in Europe. They 
begin boldly by abolishing the “secret 
jury,’ whose judgment has set so many 
artists by the ears, and ruined so many 
reputations. There is absolutely no 
whatever. Each artist 
may send five of his pictures for ex- 
hibition, and these works will be group- 
ed together if desired. Every gPicture 
will be practicaliy ‘‘on the line.” 

The novelty of this idea seems to 
have “caught or’ with a great number 
of notable brothers of the brush. Among 
those in America who have joined the 
association, and are sending exhibits to

TO HER PRINCE? 


Secret Marriage Rumored, but 
Story Not Believed in Paris, 


ANNA DEFIES EX-HUSBAND 


She Intends to Become the Wife of 
Prince Helie, and Proposes to 
Dare Count Boni to Do His 
Worst—Believed Boni 
Wants Money. 


—- 


New York, May 23.—The report that 
Prince Helie de Sagan and Mme. Anna 
sould were married in Hoboken, N. J., 
before they sailed for Burope on sep- 
arate steamers last April, was revived 
today. According to the report cur- 
rent today, the Prince de Sagan and 
Mme. Gould were married at Meyers’ 
hotel in Hoboken the night before the 
prince salled for Europe. 

No record of the marriage was made, 
but though the laws of New Jersey re- 
Quire persons having the power to per- 
form marriage ceremonies to file a 
copy of the certificate within thirty 


days, no penalty attaches to failure to 
comply with the rule. 


Secret Marriage Not Believed. 


Paris, May 23.—The report that there 
Was a secret marriage between Prince 
Helie de Sagan and Mme. Gould at 
Hoboken, on the eve of thelr departure 
from America, is discredited heres The 
prince categorically denied this before 
going to Italy to join Mme. Gould, and 
Since the arrival of the couple in Paris 
their sole purpose apparently has been 
directed to clearing the way for a 
speedy wedding. They have been in 
consultation with their attorneys, and 
throughout the past weke there has 
been an extensive exchange of cables 
with New York. 

Mme. Gould has made clear her 
revocable determination to marry the 
many of her choice, and in view of 
her inflinching attitude, it is understood 
that the family has agreed not to in- 
voke the clause in her father’s will. 
cutting off a half share in the.estate 
in the case of any of the children mar- 
rying without the executor’s consent. 
What other arrangements may have 
been employed is unknown, but this 
obstacle is now regardé¢d as having been 
removed, and the marriage may be ex- 
pected to take place within a fortnight.

Mme. Gould feels confident that her 
record as a devoted mother would de- 
ter any court from ordering such a 
cruel separation, and, apparently, she is 
prepared to see Count Boni do his worst 
in the way of reviving the scdndal in 
his effort to blacken Prince Helie’s rep- 
utation. Her friends say she is dis- 
playing in this matter the fron will for 
which her father was famous. 

It understood that Count’ Boni, 
realizing that the court would not 
grane him the custody of the children, 
Will ask that their grandmother, the 
Marquis de Castellane, be appointed 
their guardian.

REALM OF FASHION. 


NECKWEAR. 


There is such a diversity of style in 
the line of neckwear for the coming sea- 
son that one scarcely knows where to 
begin to enumerate them. 

Firs of all, the high linen collar 
gives the keynote of style for this sea- 
son. With the reigning popularity of 
the linen collar has come the high lace 
collar, with deep points behind the ears 
as “the thing’ for both separate neck- 
wear and as the correct style for the 
costume with lace yoke or chemisette. 

To give further daintiness and femin- 
inity to the somewhat mannish linen, 
collar, there are innumerable bows, ra- 
bots. and jabots to accompany them. 
While the long jabot reaching half way 
from neck to belt is the style, it is 
more probable that the short natty bows 
made of hand embroidery and edged 
with lace will gain more general favor. 
There are two reasons for this belief: 
One is the less cost of the bow, and an- 
other the difficulty and expense attend- 
ing the cleansing of the jabot. The 
latter objection will probably be over- 
looked when women discover the be- 
comingness of the soft fluffy jabot, and 
that it is the faghionable adjunct of the 
toilet for all day purposes. 

In the large novelty neackwear dis- 
plays delicate colors dominate, with the 
style idea of matching designs the main 
feature. The striped linen collars in 
colors with Irish lace insets and with 
rabot to match is also gaining in popu- 
larity. 

In the moderate-priced neckwear there 
are soft stocks made of hand-embroid- 
ered Kinen, with the lower half of plain 
linen, Jafd {n a series of fine plaits, and 
finished in front with a bow of match- 
ing embroidery. Other styles of the 
Same type show the Persian silk bows 
for their ornamentation. These Persian 
silk bows are also made separately to 
be worn with the linen collar. These 
are in butterfly shape, and are some- 
what larger than those so much in de- 
mand a year ago.

Another great favorite is the Gibson 
stock collar, which fite the neck snugly 
all] around, and is somewhat higher in 
the back than in the front, with high, 
rounded points just behind the ears. It 
is made of a variety of materials, but 
those made of lace are preferred. The 
lace jabot can be, and is worn quite 
as much with the Gibson stock as with 
the linen collar. 

The narrow ruchings are always in 
demand when high collars are the fash- 
ion, for they serve to keep clean the 
tops of the collars, and also on ac- 
ceunt of their general becomingness. 
Many women use a boned chiffon collar 
beneath the collar of their lingerle 
waists, and this boned skeleton is al- 
ways edged with a ruching. 

There is a strong tendency toward 
the tailored neckwear, but this will un- 
doubtedly be mostly in demand for out- 
ing and athletic purposes.

President Says That No Differ- 
~ ence Arose Between Him 


and Bonaparte.

Washington, May 23.—The white house 
today made public an official denial! of 
a etory that “serious differences arose 
yesterday between the president and At- 
torney Genera! Bonaparte over the ques- 
tion of bringing suit against the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford railroad, 
the story going so fair as to say that Mr. 
Bonaparte had threatened to resign. The 
white house statement, which goes into 
detail, is corroborated by the mereonal 
statements of cabinet officers. 

The statement made public by direction 
of the president follows: 

“The gtory is a mere invention. There 
was no difference whatever ‘between the 
president and the attorney general over 
the New York. New Haven and Hart-| 
ford suit. Yesterday morning attention | 
was called from Maeéesachusetts to the 
fact that the Massachusetts state court 
had already acted against the trolley 
lines so far as Massachusetts Wag con- 
cerned, and the suggestion was accord- 
ingly made that the action should be 
brought in one of the other states, in- 
asmuch ag the purpose of the suit had 
already been achiewed so far as Mas- 
sacghusetts was concerned.

“For years and years I have complain- 
ed here at Thomson because we were 
locked out of the walting room at night, 
there were night passenger 
trains that were constantly being patron- 
ized by our people. If there was such 
brutal disregard of the rights of ie 
patrons of the road at a large town 
Thomson, the discomforts and the 
dangers incurred by people who go to 
emaller stations to await the arrival of 
night trains may be readily imagined. 

“On a greater portion of the Central 


is a disgrace’to the road and 
Conditions are 
no better than they were when I went 
down that road after leaving Mercer 
university in 1874. This disregard of the 
health and the comfort of the patrons of 


| the road ts shocking. 


“On the Georgla road it is almost as 
bad. I latd the facta before the gov- 
ernor with all the earnestnesa of my na- 
ture, and he promised me, positively,that 
they would be one of the first things 
which his administration would attend 
to. Has he kept this promise? 

“At Berzelia, Columbia county, oniy 
about 20 miles from Augusta, there I!s 
a passenger station which -was one oft 
those originally located by Edgar Thom- 
fon when he constructed the Georgia rail- 
road. it was a station, a regular pas- 
Senger station, when I Waa nothing but 
a kid. J remember well that it was an 
eating place where passengers got off to 
take meals. It has always been a regu- 
lar passenger station, yet, at this bless- 
ed moment, there is no waiting room 
provided for passengers. The agent of 
the road who selig tickets, conducts a 
store on the gouth side of the railroad. 
The depot and the office where he seiis 
tickets are on the north side of bvhe 
railroad. At night no waiting room is 
lighted up, no waiting room is open at 
all; therefore, when a passenger intend- 
ing to poard a night train buys his ticket 
he has to squat around the depot on the 
outside, taking the cold and the rain, 
and, perhaps, the sleet and snow, ex- 
posed to ail the tnclemency of the 
weather, until the train comes, unless 
Such passenger is willing to take the 
risk of crossing over the railroad and 
entering the store in case it should be 
open.

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| THE CRUX OF THE MUNICIPAL PROBLEM. 


The board of water commissioners has voted to disregard the decision 
of the city attorney, who holds that it is illegal for the city to sell water to 
firms or individuals beyond the corporate limits, and to extend the water 
mains in several directions for this purpose. 

The action of the board in this matter seems to The Constitution to 
touch the crux of many of the municipal problems now confronting the city 
of Atlanta. ’ 

It would be scarcely fair or logical to criticize the desire of suburban 
residents or of firms outside the limits to secure water facilities, per se. 
There is an element of justice in their claims that when they are willing 
to defray the expense of extending the mains and to pay double the cus- 
|tomary water rate, they should not be deprived of one of the primal neces- 
Sities of life as well as the facilities indispensable to a manufacturing bus- 
iness, because they are not de facto citizens of Atlanta. 

There is also distinctly another side to the proposition, and it appears 
to sustain the opinion of the city attorney in the degree that the latter is 
founded on common equity. 
| The city of Atlanta is, at the final analysis, a business corporation, 
‘Maintaining departments of administration and various advantages for the 
| benefit of its TAX-PAYING CITIZENS. It levies-a tax-rate on residents 
within its limits, in return for which they are assumed to receive certain 
advantages not accorded NON-TAX-PAYING individuals. 

The sums collected in taxes and bond issues in years past have gone 
to create, for example, a splendid water plant presumed to furnish water to) 
the CITIZENS of Atlanta.

Thousands of tax-paying Atlantans are not enjoying the privileges for 
which these non-residents now ask the privilege of paying a double rate.

Every school-boy is familiar with the fable of the hilarious young shep- 
herd who used to amuse himself, at unseemly hours of night and dav by 
yelling “Wolf! Wolf!” at the top of his lungs. ; 

The wind-up of the fable is a tragic commentary on a flippant attitude 
toward an important trust. The people who were once so ready to respond 
to the cry for assistance, grew tired of false alarms, perpetrated for the 
thoughtless shepherd’s amusement.

One side presented a list of fifty names to be voted for. and the other 
Side presented a similar list on the day that the entries were closed. 

The first list was formally approved and authorized to be put on the 
ticket, notwithstanding the fact that al] the individuals on this list did not 
present their names in person. 

When the other list was presented it was refused a place on the ticket 
because it was presented by one man who tendered the entrance fee pay- 
ment for all of the names proposed, the committee holding that only the 
names of those who tendered payment in person should be entered. It was 
Clearly established at the committee meeting that all the names of the first 
ticket had not been presented in person by the individuals composing the 
ticket. 

When the committee made this ruling, the second ticket was given 
twenty-four hours in which those who composed it could individually qualify, 
and during that time twenty-seven names were formally qualified. At yes- 
terday's meeting of the committee nine men whose names were refused a 
place on the ticket declared that their names were presented with full 
authority. 

-As most of the members of the present committee are candidates for 
reelection, there is room for no other inference than that the committee 
took unjust and unreasonable advantage of its authority to prevent oppo- 
sition to its‘own membership. 

We had hoped that the committee would not place itself in this light, 


for themselves their new executive committee. Unfortunately and unad- 
visedly, the committee has acted otherwise, and the effect of its action will 
do more to discredit the committee than to hurt anybody else. 

Out of the names duly qualified even under this unjust and extreme 
action, there is abundant opportunity for the voters of the county to make 
expression of their choice in the selection .of the committee to represent 
the county during the next two years. ;

Two Kinds of Prohibitionists. 


Editor Constitution: Allow me spacer 
in your columns to say that my recent 
article on the matter of the “line-up” 
has brought a comment of protest from 
Isaac H. Haas, as well as from Mr. 
Gholstin, the latter of which has already 
been noted in The Constitution. Mr. 
Haase desires to be on record; not ag an 
“adviser” of Governor Smith, Dut as 4 
“strong supporter.”” Mr. Haas declares 
that in the past he has been an anti- 
prohibitionist, that he is at present a 
prohibitionist. I make this etatement at 
the request of Mr. Haas, as he wishes 
to gtand before the public for exactly 
what he is, 

Now allow me to say that in some 
correspondence with Mr. Gholstin and 
Mr. Haas I have learned that there are 
two classes of prohibitionists in Georgia. 
It is well enough to keep this in mind, 
for at fast a while. 

First, there Is the man who Dbelleves 
in prohibition because of principles of 
right he sees involved. This man wants 
a prohibition law for moral reasons. He 
wants a law not to make prohibition 
right. But prohibition being right, he 
wants a law to protect and support it. 
The whole question with him is a moral 
one. He tas convictions of right and 
wrong about it. And he stands by his 
guns, whether he is in the minority or 
majority. This man-and his cowokers 
have brought prohibition to success. 

Mr. Gholstin, in writing me that he isa 
prohibitionist, uses the following lan- 
guage: “T was an anti-prohibition.st 
some twenty years ago; at that time the 
people were with me. . Times have 
changed. A very large majority of the 
people are for prohibition; there i&, 
therefore, an absolute necessity for the 
same.” ‘ 

Mr. Haas says: “In 1685 1 was an anti- 
prohibitionist. In those days prohibition 
was a hysterical fad. ...I¥Ido not con- 
sider it a sin to be elther a prohibitionist 
or an anti-prohibitionist. The ten com- 
mandments are silent on the subject. 
During the past four years I have ad- 
vocated state prohibition, because I saw 
the issue was getting out of the realm of 
hysteria into a commonsense business 
proposition, where something effective 
and lasting could be accomplished.” 

Now ‘here we have the prohibition plat- 
form of two parties, which speaks for 
itself. | do not desire to take time and 
space to make comments on the plat- 
forms. I have written enough to make 
clear the fact that we have two clasées 
of prohibitionists in Georgia. A man 
has religious convictions on the subject 
and is a prohibitionist accordingly. An- 
other man is a prohibitionist as oppor- 
tunity and inducement incline him. I 
have nothing bitter to say ag to either 
class. 

I am a prohibitionist, not a “near’ 
prohibitionist. I am a prohtbitionist from 
conviction. I am a prohibitionist with 
or without the law; with or without a 
majority. 

Prohibitionists in the pending election, 
of course, weigh their men. They can 
observe and choose between a ‘near’ 
prohfbitionist and a sure-enough prohi- 
bitioniet. There is a difference. Re- 
specttfully, (REV.)

robbed the smal) counties of part of their po- 
litical power when they (sald executive com- 
mittee) changed the county unit system for 
the state primary and for the sole purpose 
of giving Governor Smith the advantage in 
this contest. 

Did the editors of these papers and speak- 
ers do this in ignorance? Though that ts 
bad enough and censurable, yet it {fs better 
than to have wilfully sinned against the 
truth. Each of these editors and speakers 
should in that event confess that they were 
ignorant of the fact or had forgotten it, and 
in connection therewith tell the people that 
the democratic party in convention assem- 
bled in the city of Macom in 1906 changed the 
policy of the party from the delegate to the 
primary system and that that convention dp- 
pointed the executive committee to carry out 
said change and that said committee followed 
those instructions in providing for the pri- 
mary in lieu of the old delegate system, and 
that the executive committee in so doing did 
right and should be commended instead of 
censured. 

In order that there may be no controversy 
as to what is in the platform of the party in 
1906 1 quote as follows: 

“We, the repregentaives of the democracy 
in Georgia, in convention assembled, there- 
fore do now resolve and declare as follows 

“We declare it to be the policy of the 
democratic party in Georgia that hereafter 
all primary elections for United States sena- 
tors, state house officers, supreme court and 
appellate court judges, shculd said latter 
court be created, shall be by direct popular 
vote. 

“The candidate who, upon the consolidation 
of the votes throughout the entire state, rv-' 
celves a majority of all the votes cast shail 
be declared the nominee of the party fur 
that office. If no candidate shail receive a 
majority of the total vote cast, the two can- 
didates for any office receiving the highest 
number of votes cast, and no others, shall 
run in a second primary, and the candidate 
receiving a majority of the votes cast in the 
second primary shall be declared the party 
nominee. For judges and solicitors nomiua- 
tion shall be by a plurality of the votes cast 
in thetr respective circuits.’’ 

If it is proposed to induce the party to go 
back to the delegate system, then operly 
state the purpose and thereby admit that 
for the present the primary system is the 
law of the party, that binds not only the 
executive committee, but every true and 
loyal democrat. Surely if South Carolina, 
Florida, Alabama, Louisiana and Mississippi 
make their nominations by a direct vote of 
the people, Georgia should give it a fair 
trial. 


These editors and speakers have wronged 
the executive committee and Governor Smith 
and they should hasten to do right by repair-

The 
law provides that the governor of the 
State shall select the banks In which 
the funds of the state may be deposited. 
The state treasurer has no voice In the 
matter. Such want of memory, or 
knowledge of the law, would seem to 
indicate that reports concerning Mr. 
Speer’'s mental condition may be well 
founded. 

2. He states that I violated the law 
bf depositing more than $100,000 in the 
Neal bank at one time, and that the 


deposit 


checks drawn on the Neal bank amoumnt- 
ing to $35,441.46. He knew, or ought to 
have known, these facts before making a 
statement, not only untrue, but which is 
apparently malicious. 

3. He says, “from personal examina- 
tions I always knew the actual condi- 
tion of each depository." 

This is a mcemarkable statement, in 
view of the traditional fact that during 
the last term he ‘held the office of treas- 
urer, he was very frequently absent 
from the capitol, sometimes from the 
State, for weeks .at a time, while his 
able clerk, Captain Furlow, looked after 
and transacted the entire business of the 
department. When Speer was treasurer 
there were only 38 state bank deposito- 
ries and |40 chartered state banks; now 
there are 89 state bank deposito:ies and 
465 chartered state banks, making the 
responsibilities and duties of the office 
immeasurably greater now than they 
were eight years ago. 

4. Referring to bank examinations, Mr. 
Speer adds, “both the jury and the law 
say that he (meaning myself) did have 
authority to employ sufficient ‘help.”’ 

No jury has made any such statement, 
The acts of 1907 do give permission to 
employ a sufficient number of examiners, 
but make no provision for paying ti..r 
Salaries. I may have authority to trave! 
to the moon, but the means of transpor- 
tation are wanting.

FOR A REVISION 
OF CONSTITUTION 


Chicago University Professor 
Wouldn’t Object to Its 
Abolition. 


Chicago, May 23.—A revolutionary re- 
vision of. or even the abolition of, the 
constitution of the United States, was 
advocated by Professor Charles Zueb- 
lin, of the University of Chicago, in 
an address delivered at the annual 
banquet of the Psi Upsilon Alumni 
Association of the Northwest last night. 

Professor Zueblin spoke on ‘‘The Fun- 
damental Fallacy of Our Government.” 
He illustrated his theory with criti- 
cisms of American political conditions. 
Next to the foolishness of our institu- 
tions, he viewed with diggust the lack 
of intelligence “of the electorate. In 
fact, he declared that the average 
Swiss herdsman is “thousands of feet 
above the awerage American college 
graduate or business man in political 
intelligence." 

‘We have a habit. of proudly apply- 
ing to ourselves a phrase about ‘gov- 
ernment of the people, for the people. 
by the people,’” said the speaker. “We 
really think this applies to use. We 
think that we elect our presidents, but 
we do not. 

“We think we are governed by a con- 
gress which we elect. In realty we 
elect the members of a pleasant club 
which meets in Washington and selects 
a speaker. Czar !s a modest and in- 
adequate term to apply to the speaker 
of the house. 

“Then there ig the ¢enate. The sen- 
ators soon will be elected by popular 
vote. But why should they be elected 
at all? The senate is a sort of vermi- 
form appendix to the body politic. 

‘In short, we are the most hide- 
bound, unthinking people that ever were 
so conceited as to attempt self-govern- 
ment.’’ 

The professor prophesied the coming 
of woman suffrage, and also declared 
that workingmen are practically as 
much disfranchised as the women. 

Professor Zueblin urged home rule 
and the referendum, and closed by tell- 
ing his hearers that the constitution is 
eighteenth century document, and 
by its influence ts keeping our laws 
in the game century. He advocated its 
radical revision or its abolition, and 
the substitution of an unwritten con-

Comment on Bank Statement. 


New York, May 28.—The Financier will say 
that the statement of the associated banks of 
New York city for the week ending May 
83 showed a decrease, taking the report of 
actual conditions as a basis of comparison, of 

.780,000 in cash reserve. This was not 

rprising, in view of the fact that the banks 
during the week iost $3,000,000 to the treas- 
wry on account of repayment of public de- 
posite and something \ike $18,500,000 ow! to 
continued exports of gold. The actual reduc- 
tion in cash reported by the banks for the 
week was $4,806,200, which goes to show that 
the other losses already mentioned were made 
Up largely through excess of receipts from 
the iniertor and from other sources. The 
loans of the banks for the week increaged 
$11,809,500, due largely to the continued re- 
vival of apeculative activity on the stock 
exchange and the commitments in commer- 
clal lines. Deposits during the week rose 
$15,657,600, which increase did not coincide 
with the other changes noted. Another sur- 
prising, although not an important feature 
of the bank statement, was the increase of 
$185,000 in circlulation—this at a time when 
banks apparently are making every effort to 
decrease the amount of their circulating notes 
outstanding. The total deposits of the clear-

MONUMENT TO MARK HANNA 


Unveiled in the Presence of Thou. 
sands of Spectators. 


Cleveland, Ohio, May 23.—A monu- 
ment in memory of the late Senator 
Marcus A. Hanna was dedicated here 
this afternoon, in tne presence of many 
distinguished guests and thousands of 
spectators 

The oration was delivered by John 
W. Griges, former United States at- 
tormey general. Vice President Fair- 
banks was to have presided, but he 
was unable to attend. His place was 
filled by ex-Governor Myron T. Her- 
rick. Secretary Taft and President 
Hadley, of Yale collegwe, and Governor 
Harris and staff were among the 
guests. 

The monument was dedicated on its 
temporary site in Wade park. Later it 
will be moved downtown and placed -in 
the hall being built in connection with 
the grouping of public buildings. The 
Statue is in branze, and was designed 
by St. Gaudens. The figure is 8 feet 
high. The pedestal, designed by Henry 
vBacon, of New York, adds 12 feet to 
the height It is of granite.

Raleigh, N. C., May 23.—(Special.)— 
North Carolina has been in a whirl this 
week, the climax of the greatest pro- 
hibition contest the state has ever seen.

Oates was asked what he thought the 
result would be, he replied: 

“Tell The Constitution the liquor peo- 
ple can’t carry over a dozen counties, 
and say I estimate our majority at 
46.000. I have put up my figures 
somewhat after the news which has 
come today.” 

There has been a hundreqg days of 
campaigning, for the Anti-Saloon 
League started in directly after the 
legislature, which had refused to enact 
a direct law for the whole state, al- 
ready 80 per cent clear of whisky. 
enacted one leaving the question to 
popular vote in the whole state. 

When Saloon Men Got Busy. 

The saloon element did not get to 
work so early, and most of its busi- 
ness has been done during the past 
three weeks. It got plenty of money 
from the Liquor Dealers and Brewers’ 
Associations, established headquarters 
at Salisbury, the chief liquor town in 
the state, sent out no end of literature 
and sent messengers everywriere, but 
put only few speakers in the field.

MISSING AT EAST POINT 


Certificates of (Qualifications 
Were Stolen, Says Vay 
Collector Stewart 


WERE TAKEN OFF TABLE 
OF REGISTRAR MONCRIEE 


Seventeen Certificates Were Signed 
by East Point Citizens and Thir- 
teen by Voters in Hapeville. 
$100 Reward Offered 
for Their Return.

Certificates of qualification 
in the coming state primary, 
Cay, June 4, carrying the name of sev- 
enteen citizens of the East Point militia 
district, as well as a batch of similar 
certificates numbering thirteen in the 
Hapeville district, and adjacent terri- 
tory, are worth hundred dollars 
of Tax Collector money to 
any one who may present the papers 
indicated to that official in his office 
in the court house annex tomorrow. 

Something like the old missing 
records of Fulton county is the loss 
of the registration papers at East 
Point and Hapeville, the difference be- 
ing the ability of Tax Collector Stew- 
art to quickly remedy the defect. 

Moncrief Made Hegistrar, 

Weeks ago Tax Collector Stewart 
designated S J. Moncrief of East Point 
one of the oldest and most widely 
known citizens of that section, deputy 
registrar for that part of Fulton 
county. Mr. Moncrief’s territory was 
about East Point and Hapeville and 
the adjacent mills. His office he es- 
tablished in East Point and there he 
received the Georgians ready and 
willing to vote. From that office he 
went to the mills about Hapeville at 
the noon. hour ready to register any 
cne. showing a pride in his right of 
suffrage. 

Thursday night, as Registrar Mon- 
crief ran over his book, carrying the 
names of all who had qualified to vote, 
he found something like three hun- 
dred names, each person having filled 
out and signed the blank provided by 
law. One hundred and five of these 
papers had been transmitted to Tax 
Collector Stewart for record. 

Seventeen Certificates Missing. 


But as Mr. Moncrief went over his 
book and the usual blank to which 
a citizen had attached either his name 
or his mark it suddenly dawhed upon 
him that 268 and every number run- 
ring up from that to 286 were missing. 
Fach of these numbers represented the 
right of some resident of the East 
Point district to vote in the coming 
primary. A diligent search was at 
cnce instituted for the papers, but 
the best that could be found was a 
copy of the names of the voters whose 
1egistration papers had been lost. 

In the investigation and the search, 
however, it was ascertained that a sim- 
ilar loss had been sustained in and 
about Hapeville, the only difference 
being that the missing registration 
papers in Hapeville aggregated thir- 
teen voters. 

As soon as Deputy Registrar Mon- 
crief discovered the loss of the papers 
he opened communication with Tax 
Collector Stewart, to whom he _ gave 
every detail. He was unable to offer 
any solution. 

But he was directed to offer at once 
a reward of $100 for the return of the 
papers with evidence to convict.

(Specia!.)—Two juries dealt with the 
case of Prnest Hopkins, charged with 
Violating the laws with regard to the 
sale of intoxicants, one in the city court 
and the other in the United States 
court, and while the accused was freed 
in the first hearing in the city court by 
twelve men, he was found guilty in the 
United States court today before Judge 
Speer. 

But before Judge Speer Hopkins was 
called to answer for violating the reve- 
nue laws, and «when convicted today 
Judge Speer gave the man twelve 
months and a duy and a fine of $100. In 
passing sentence Judge Speer said: 

“You have been indicted vy the grand 
jury, and have been tried and convicted 
tM the jury for the offense of carrying 
On the business of a retail liquor dealer 
in violation of the laws of the United 
States. You were defended very ably, 
and everything which could have been 
®aid in your behalf has been said. I 
have listened to your counsel's appeal 
for mercy, but unhappily, with my con- 
Victions of duty in the present condi- 
tion of our society, I do not think that 
|] can properly extend any great share 
of meroy. 

“There is a discretion in the law 
which you have violated, which permits 
me to impose a sentence of two years 
in the, penitentiary, and a fine, 1 be- 
lieve, Of $6,000 That discretion the 
judge is at liberty to exercise without 
amy control, save his own conception 
of duty. Your offense ig a serious one, 
in my mind, not only because you have 
violated the laws of the United States, 
but what is far more significant, you 
have deliberately violated a law which 
is very dear to the hearts of the people 
of this whole state, a law which be- 
cause of the condition of this part of 
our country is absolutely vital to the 
protection of every home, and a law to 
prevent such <dissensions between the 
races aS would probablg result in the 
extermination of your whole people, and 
such scenes of massacre and blovdshed, 
compared to which that in Atlanta, 
which recently occurred, would be whol- 
ly insignificant. The use of. Iintoxt- 
cante, particularly by men of your race, 
has produced crime sthroughout oul 
southern contry, which ‘stir a fever in 
the blood of age, and make the infant's 
sinews strong as steel” JI am convinced 
that it is the knowledge of these facts 
which has made the thinking people of 
the southland almost unanimous in 
favor of prohibitory laws. These laws 
you hare violated while you violated at 
the same time the laws of the United 
biates.

EVERY MAN CONSIDERED 
IN CHOOSING THE TEAM 


Tech Ise Given Two Places, Robert 
in Left Field and Buchanan Be- 
hind the Gun—Harmon, Red- 
fearn and Mitchell 
Are Pitchers.

Strictly speaking the team is an all- 
Southern Intercollegiate Athletic Asso- 
clation line-up, not an  all-southern. 
The southern colleges not in the South- 
ern Intercollegiate Association have not 
been taken into consideration, for the 
simple reason that the field is too 
broad, there being as many college 
teams in Virginia, North and South 
Carolina, Kentucky and Texas that are 
not members of the association as there 
are in ‘the organization. 

The first criticism of my selection 
that I shall hear will be that I have 
placed but one man from Alabama and 
one from Trinity, though both are very 
high grade teams; whereas, I have 
named two Tech men, notwithstanding 
the Tech team of this year is a goodly 
distance behind the standard of the 
other teams. The answer is, of course, 
that Alabama and Trinity have mary 
other players who come close to being 
all-southern selections, while Tech has, 
outside her two, none who come any- 
where near it.

(From The Chicago News.) 

Meerschaum is a hydrated silicate of 
magnesia appearing as an opaqué 
earthy mineral, white, grayieh or yel- 
lowlsh, compact In texture and breaking 
with a conchoidel or fine earthy frac- 
ture. Most of it comes from Asia 
Minor, especially from the plains of 
Eskischehr, where it occurs in nodular 
masses of variable size and irregular 
shape, distributed through the alluvial 


matically worked for ite extraction by 
means of pits and galleries. Meer- 
schaum is found also, but less abund- 
antly, in Greece and in some of the 
Grecian islands—at Hrubschitz, in 
Moravia. where it occurs in a Serpenti- 
nous matrix, and in Morocco, where it 
is ugeed when soft and fresh as a sub- 
stitute for soap, while a coarse variety 
is found at Vallecas, near Madrid, and 
is employed as a building stone. Meer- 
schaum alto occurs in South Carolina. 
Almost the whole of the world’s supply 
of Meerschaum comes from the district 
of Eskischehr, in Asia Minor. 

Mining is done in a primitive fashion, 
and precautions for safety are unknown, 
although accidents occur from time to 
time. A group of three to fifteen work- 
men work together to dig a shaft about 
ore meter in diameter, and no props 
are fixed until they reach, at a depth 
of twenty, forty or even sixty meters, 
the bed of red clay under or in which 
the meerschaum is found mixed with 
serpentine in the form of irregular 
pieces from the size of a hazelnut to 
that of an apple. These pieces are 
often extracted with great difficulty

Influenza prevails chiefly in  iate 
autumn and winter, although epidemics 
may occur in the summer, especially if 
the season ig cold and wet. The dis- 
ease assumes one of three special forma, 
called from the parts chiefly affected the 
respiratory, the digestive and the ner- 
vous. In each case the onset is sudden, 
with a chill, headache and mental de- 
pression, muscular pains, dizziness and 
high fever. Sometimes there are pre- 
monitory syntptoms for a day or two, 
euch as lassitude, mental torpor, dull 
headache and pains in the arms and 
legs. Soon after the onset catarrhail 
sy mptoms—sneezing, running at the nose 
and watering of the eyes—make their 
appearance. In the respiratory form 
these increase in severity, and there are 
also a cough and shortness of breath. 
It is not uncommon for this form to 
develop into pneumonia. 

In the digestive form the most prom- 
inent symptoms afte nausea and vomit- 
ing or diarrhea and severe abdominal 
pains, the first two indicating invoive- 
ment of the stomach, the second two 
that the intestines are involved. Some- 
times all are present at once, indicat- 

@ very severe «attack. 
the nervous torm the headache ie 
usually intense, and the muscular and 
pains are very severe. Depres- 
sion, both physical and mental, is a 
prominent symptom, the despondency 
often passing into real melancholia and 
sometimes leading to suicide. Insomnia 
is a common symptom both during the 
attack and following it. 

Convalescence is tedious, the body re- 
gaining its strength very slowly and the 
mind throwing off its depression only 
after weeks or months. 

The most important 
treatment ie absolute rest ‘

Are 1,050 Organizations Which 
Have No One to Lead Them. 
They Offer a Support 
to 200 Pastors,

over their shoulders so that they conceal 
little more than the upper parts of tne 
body. Here in Mwanza, most of the 
men have only a cloth about the waist, 
leaving the upper part of the body bare, 
Babies are carried on the bare back« of 
their mothers, being fastened there by 
goatskin = siings. Sumetimes they are 
tied on with cords.

They tall ane 
well formed, but their skins are black 
or very dark (brown, and they have thick 
lips and flat noses. Their hair is wooly 
Or kinky, and they have origina! ways 
of dressing it. Some of the women 
shave sections of the scalp, and a man 
will often*have a place as big “around 
as the bottom of a tin cup scraped ofr 
at the crown. Sometimes this bare spot 
is covered with scars, made by cutting 
and gashing it to cure the headache, 
Others of the men are perfectly bald, 
made so by the razor. They grease 
their heads, and they shine like patent 
leather dress shoes. 

Many of the women divide the 
into small braids, and evidently shave 
clean the partings between them. Oth- 
ers twist the wool out into curls which 
stand forth lke lhitth worms all over 
the head. They are Hke angleworms, 
only black. Lmagine a thick-lipped bru- 
nette Medusa who wears fish bait in- 
stead of snakes, and you have the typl- 
cal Basukuma beauty. Some of the 
more giddy of the belles tie shells and 
beads at the ends of these ourlis, so 
that they almost jingle as they run. I 
have looked in wain for eyelashes and 
eyebrows. The Basukumas pul them 
out with tweezers. The men also pull 
out their beards by the roots In some 
way. 

Natives Who File Their Teeth. 


I find that many of the natives about 
Lake Victoria beautify themselves oy 
filing their teeth. We have men from 
different parts of the lake now working 
at loading and unloading the Sstearner, 
and, at my request, the captain brought 
them up on deck and allowed me to ex- 
amine their jaws. He took each native’ 
and held his mouth open while I looked 
over his teeth. Some men had them 
filed sharp so that they looked just like 
the teeth of a saw: others had certain 
teeth missing, and I was told that they 
had been knocked out, on the belief that 
their absence would bring good luck or 
ward off the bad spirits. This is so 
among the Kavirondo, who live on the 
northeast side of the lake. They believe 
that if a man retains all his lower teeth 
he will be killed in battle, and that if 
his wife does not pul] out the two mid- 
die front ones of the lower jaw he will 
gurely die. For the same reason the 
woman makes scars in her forehead, 
and also gashes out a pattern over the 
front of her abdomen. The Masai knock 
out the two lower front teeth, and on 
the upper side of Uganda, along the 
Nile, there are tribes that pull out two 
or more of the lower incisors. This is 
the case with the Banyoro, who live 
west of Uganda. They extract the four 
lower front teeth. This allows the up- 
per ones to grow long. so that they be- 
come shove] teeth in old age.

M. Brunetiere says that Balzac’s capac¢ 
ity for absorbing knowledge as well aa 
learning is not to be judged at all by 
the standards of ordinary men. rhe 
same principle incidentally is the suffi- 
ecient answer to those who doubt that 
Shakespeare wrote Shakespeare, because 
there is proof that he was never a stu- 
dent. 

Doubtless these who have been men- 
tioned were exceptional readers, or 
rather, devourers of books. But their 
example is interesting not because it 
is exceptional, but for the reason that 
induetry in reading is really not excep- 
tional. The bibliographers attaching td 
meritorious works of history attest stu- 
pendous research—stupendous to the 
ran who is content to merely “do” the 
magazines. The learned person who 
occasionally advifes that a reading of 
Shakespeare and the Bible “is enough” 
has doubtless himself read wisely. 

Even a cursory survey of the subject 
convinees that reading and its amount 
depend upon one’s temperament and 
habit and has nothing whatever to doa 
with time.
